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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the 4-week period ending October 
15 was down 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but 
was 8 per cent above the corresponding period in 1959, and 
for the first 9 months of the year was 4 per cent above 
last year according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
_up 13 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 11 per cent from 
the corresponding period of last year, and for the first 9 
months of the year were fractionally above last year. 

Total Personal Income was up only fractionally in Sep- 
tember from August but was 6 per cent above September 
1959, and for the first 9 months of the year was 6 per cent 
above last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 4 per cent 
in September from August, 7 per cent from September 
1959, and 5 per cent for the first 9 months of the year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 1 per cent in September from 
August, 3 per cent from September 1959, and 4 per cent 
for the first 9 months of the year. 

Steel Production was down 3 per cent in September 
from August but was substantially above September 1959, 
and for the first 9 months of the year was 10 per cent 
above last year. The industry operated at only 53 per cent 
of theoretical capacity in September. For the 4-week 
period ending October 15, production was up 5 per cent 
from the preceding 4 weeks. 

Electric Power Production was down 7 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August but was 7 per cent above September 
1959, and for the first 9 months of the year was 6 per 
cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was down 6 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August but was 5 per cent above September 
1959, and for the first 9 months of the year was 3 per cent 
above last year. 

Retail Sales dropped 2 per cent in September from Au- 
gust but were 2 per cent above September 1959, and for

Personal Income dropped fractionally in September 
from August but was 6 per cent above September 1959, 
and for the first 9 months of the year was 5 per cent above 
last year. 

Bank Debits in 16 cities were up 3 per cent in Septem- 
ber from August, 4 per cent from September 1959, and 
5 per cent for the first 9 months of the year. 

Agricultural Income in September was down 11 per 
cent from August but was 15 per cent above September 
1959 and for the first 9 months of the year was 13 per 
cent above last year. 

Electric Power Production was up 3 per cent in Septem- 
ber from August and from September 1959, and for the 
first 9 months of the year was 5 per cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 4 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August but was 8 per cent below September 
1959, and for the first 9 months of the year was 6 per cent 
below last year. 

Retail Sales dropped 1 per cent in September from 
August, were only fractionally above September 1959, and 
for the first 9 months of the year were 1 per cent above 
last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 4 per cent in Septem- 
ber from August but were 1 per cent below September

New Passenger Car Registrations in 47 counties were 
down 14 per cent in September from August and were only 
1 per cent above September 1959, but for the first 9 
months of the year were 6 per cent above last year. 

New Truck Registrations in 45 counties were down 15 
per cent in September from August and 16 per cent from 
September 1959, and for the first 9 months of the year 
were only fractionally above last year. 

Used Car Registrations in 36 counties were down 14 
per cent in September from August, were 2 per cent below 
September 1959, and for the first 9 months of the year 
were only 1 per cent above last year.

Department Store Sales were up 8 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August but were down 1 per cent from 
September 1959, and for the first 9 months of the 
year were 1 per cent above last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value 
of contracts awarded was down 2 per cent in Septem- 
ber from August, was only 1 per cent above Septem- 
ber 1959, and for the first 9 months of the year was 
4 per cent below last year. 

Commodity Prices at Wholesale were unchanged in 
September from August, were fractionally below 
September 1959, and for the first 9 months of the 
year were fractionally below last year. 

Retail Food Prices rose fractionally in September 
from August, were 1 per cent above September 
1959, and for the first 9 months of the year were 1 
per cent above last year.

Business Conditions in 


AKRON 

Total employment in September was 1 per cent 
higher than in August, and total payrolls in Sep- 
tember were 2 per cent higher than in August. Both 
employment and payrolls were down from last Sep- 
tember. Employment was down 8 per cent, and pay- 
rolls were down 6 per cent. In the first 3 quarters of 
1960, total employment decreased fractionally, but 
total payrolls increased 3 per cent over last year. 

September retail sales were 2 per cent lower than 
August sales and 5 per cent lower than year-ago 
September sales. Cumulative sales in the first 9 
months of 1960 were 1 per cent below 1959 sales. 

Industrial power consumption in September was 
up 9 per cent over August and 8 per cent over Sep- 
tember 1959. 


CANTON 

All September employment and payroll figures 
were lower than August figures, but the increases 
in manufacturing brought both total employment 
and total payrolls above year-ago September fig- 
ures. In the first 9 months of 1960, gains over last 
year were 3 per cent in both employment and pay- 
rolls. 

Retail sales in September were fractionally high- 
er than August sales, but were 1 per cent lower 
than September sales last year. Cumulative 1960 
sales were up 2 per cent over 1959 sales. 

Bank debits in September were up 9 per cent 
from debits in August and 5 per cent from debits 
in September 1959. 


CINCINNATI 


A fractional decline from August to September 
occurred in total employment and total payrolls, as 
construction showed the only changes over 1 per 
cent. Compared with year-ago September figures, 
current total employment was down 4 per cent, and 
total payrolls were down 3 per cent. In the first 9 
months of 1960, total employment decreased frac- 
tionally, but total payrolls increased 2 per cent. 

Retail sales in September were fractionally lower 
than August sales and 3 per cent lower than Sep- 
tember sales last year. 

Bank debits were up 4 per cent in September from 
August and 1 per cent from September 1959. Year- 
to-date debits were 4 per cent higher than year-ago 
debits. 


CLEVELAND 


September total employment increased 3 per cent 
from August employment and 1 per cent from Sep- 
tember employment last year. In the first 9 months 
of 1960, employment totalled a fraction of 1 per cent 
higher than last year. Total payrolls in September 
were up 4 per cent from payrolls in August and 2 
per cent from payrolls in September 1959. Total 
payrolls in the first 9 months of the year were 2 per 
cent greater than comparable payrolls last year. 

September retail sales increased 8 per cent over 
August sales, but decreased fractionally from year- 
ago September sales. 

Bank debits in the first 9 months of 1960 were 
7 per cent higher than in 1959.

Type of Steel Product 

In the aggregate, imports of foreign steel still in 1958 
amounted to only 2.9 per cent of U. S. steel producers’ 
shipments, compared with 0.5 per cent in 1949. (See Table 
2.) However, in certain classes of products the volume 
of imports relative to U. S. shipments began to be sub- 
stantial in 1958. And in 1959 imports rose to 6.3 per cent 
over-all, and to nearly 25 per cent of U. S. shipments in 
the wire products category, to 18.8 per cent in semi- 
finished steel, and to 12.6 per cent in bars and tool steel. 

In more-normal 1958, the invasion of foreign steel was 
also relatively greatest in wire and wire products. Barbed 
wire imports in 1958, for example, although small in total 
tonnage and representing only 3.5 per cent of total im- 
ports, were nevertheless equivalent to 50 per cent of the 
U. S. domestic market for barbed wire. The most impor- 
tant single product sub-class of imports in 1958 (and 
1959) was concrete-reinforcing bars, which accounted for 
28 per cent of total imports in 1958, and constituted a 
three-fold increase over 1957. 

One of the ironies of the steel import situation is that 
in 1959 imports directly into the Great Lakes customs dis- 
tricts—the heart of the U. S. steel production complex— 
rose to 695,000 tons, an increase of 485 per cent from 
1958, while all imports increased 158 per cent. The rela-

tively high imports in the area in 1959 undoubtedly had 
great impetus from the 1959 U. S. steel industry work 
stoppage, but they also constitute a reminder that the 
Seaway is a two-way route! 

In its aid to foreign countries to rehabilitate their post- 
war economies, the United States has exported steel pro- 
duction know-how and helped finance efficient, new ca- 
pacity. Hence, foreign steel producers have caught up, 
technologically, and their lower wage costs now give them 
net cost advantages in many cases and enable them to 
deliver some types of steel mill products in the United 
States at lower prices than U. S. producers have been able 
or willing to quote. If the United States steel industry is 
to retain its dominance of domestic markets, and its lim- 
ited export markets, in the classes of steel mill products 
now threatened by foreign competition, and at the same 
time continue its high wage and salary policies, it is 
apparent that a redoubling of efforts for new “break- 
throughs,” or at least relative gains, in technology and 
in operating efficiency will be required.
